News of the death in Sivas, Turkey, 
on August 17th, of Miss Mary Louise 
Graffam, one of America’s most famous 
missionaries, whose ealry education was 
obtained in the public schools of Ando- 
ver, was a severe shock to her many An- 
dover friends, who were unaware that 
she had been ill. 

Only meager information has been re- 
ceived in regard to her death, which 
came seven days after she had undergone 
an operation, 

Miss Graffam, who began her mis- 
sionary career in Turkey more than 
eighteen years ago, had made a record 
which places her in the front rank of 
American missionaries, and her death 
was undoubtedly hastened by the ter- 
rible ordeal she had undergone during 
the past seven years. 

Miss Graffam became famous early 
during the war for her heroic work in 
attempting to save the Armenians in her 
territory from the massacre which the 
Turks were carrying on all around her. 
She was successful in alleviating their 
troubles to some extent and keeping 
them together until the horrible depor- 
tation order came from Constantinople. 
When her appeal to the local authorities 
proved fruitless she resdlved to accom- 
pany the exiles on their journey to be 
near them and to assist them as much as 
possible. She tells the story in her own 
words. 


“Accordingly when the day care, all 
the people connected with our college 
made a section of their own, and we 
started off; about 3000 of us. Before 
starting the Armenians brought us their 
jewels and other possessions to care for. 
They were so excited that they were al- 
most crazy, and we had to shake some of 
them in order to get them to tell us 
their name. One man was caught 
bringing us his possessions and he was 
killed. One teacher was taken out and 
was going to be killed but his wife hur- 
ried to a Turkish official who had been 
friendly to them, and he was saved.

Miss Marcella Moxley, aged fifteen, 
an Abbot girl and a resident of Great 


Pond road, North Andover, was drowned 
last Saturday at Hampton beach while 
her two sisters and several companions, 
as well as a considerable crew of res- 
cuers, narrowly escaped a similar fate at 
the hands of the treacherous undertow. 

Thousands of onlookers stood help- 
lessly on the shore while Miss Moxley 
drowned and others fought against a 
similar fate. The accident happened at © 
the south end of the beach between At- 
lantic street and Boston street, shortly 
after noon, Massachusetts time. So 
great was the excitement among eye- 
witnesses at the time of the accident 
that no. two stories of the drowning 
appear to coincide in all the details, 

Shortly before twelve Miss Edith 
Wade, her brother Windsor, and Dana 
Reed, all of Andover and all staying at 
the Moxley cottage over the week-end, 
came down to the beach for a swim,later 
being joined by Edward Schmaltz, who 
is a senior in Tufts Medical and who is 
employed by Mr. Moxley on the Kun- 
hardt estate during the summer, Reed 
and Schmaltz left the water shortly 
afterwards and went up on the beach to 
lie down. 


In the meantime with the two Wades 
still in the water, the rest of the party 
came down from the cottage to the 
water; Muriel, Dorothy and Marcella 
Moxley, Isabel Sutherland of Lawrence 
and Laurence Reed of Andover.

Seasonable Notes 

Cabbage, cauliflower and celery may 
vet be transplanted with an expectancy of 
success. Celery needs an abundance of 
plant food and moisture to ensure suc- 
cess.

A corn field now 
furnishes the ideal shelter and range. 

Why not plan to plant a few fruit 
trees for shelter in the hen yards. This 
is the season to study and determine 
varieties for such use. Plums and pea- 
ches succeed well in such locations, the 
latter on the lighter soils. 

You can still “catch up” in your re- 
solve to have a strawberry bed in the 
home garden. Potted plants set now 
will give an excellent crop next June. 

Now that moisture is again available 
the lawn owner can reestablish a bright 
fresh, green lawn by spreading nitrate of 
soda at the rate of one pound to 200 
squarefeetoflawn.

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Bill Boards 

So much interest has been aroused in 
Andover by the location of several large 
bill boards in prominent places it may 
help clear the situation a bit if the rules 
and regulations now controlling the 
location of bill boards are better under- 
stood. The result of agitation, supple- 
mented by constitutional amendment, 
and further reinforced by many hearings 
in which the entire state has had a part, 
have combined to pretty thoroughly fix a 
policy for the State, quite definitely op- 
posed to the construction and mainte- 
nance of bill boards. While some of our 
good people in town are agitated over 
those that have been begun, we cannot 
believe when the matter is thoroughly 
understood that there need be the least 
concern as to what the responsible par- 
ties will do. Advertising that the public 
does not like can never be very effective. 
The rules under which such boards 

may be located are as follows: 

SECTION 2. LICENSES. 

A. No person shall engage in the business of 
advertising in this Commonwealth by means of out- 


a license from the Division of Highways, Depart- 
ment of Public Works. 

B. Applications for licenses may be made to the 
Division upon blanks prepared under its authority. 

C. Applications shall contain such information 
as the Division may require, and must be accom- 
panied by the proper fee. 

D. The fee shall be $50, and the license shall be 
in force for one year unless earlier suspended or re- 
voked. 

E. Applications for renewal of licenses may be 
made not later than thirty days prior to the date of 
expiration, and must be accompanied by the an- 
nual fee of $50. 

F. The Division reserves the right to suspend or 
revoke for cause any license issued by it under the

A. No person, firm, association, partnership or

B. No sign shall be located until an application 
for a permit has been filed with the Division and the 
permit granted. 

C. Applications shall be on forms prepared 
under the direction of, and furnished by, the Di- 
vision, and shall contain such information as the 
Division may require. 

D. Upon receipt of an application for the lo- 
cation of a sign in any city or town, notice shall be 
forwarded to the officials in charge of licenses in the 
city or town where said sign is to be located, setting 
forth that such application has been received, and 
that unless disapproved on the part of said officials 
within twenty days of date of application, action 
will forthwith be taken upon the same by the Di- 
vision. If objection to the location of such sign as 
set forth in said application is registered by officials 
of the city or town, a hearing shall be given by the 
Division of Highways or its representative before 
action is taken upon said application by the Di- 
vision. 

E. Each sign shall carry the serial number of 
the permit authorizing its location, in figures of a 
size approved by the Division. 

F. Each application for the annual permit shall 
be accompanied by a fee of $1.00, to be known as 
the examination fee; and upon issuance of a permit 
an additional fee of $1.00, to be designated as an 
inspection fee, shall be paid by the licensee. 

G. Permits shall be valid and in force, unless 
they are revoked by the Division, upon payment of 
the annual fees, which shall be due on the first day of 
July of each year. Failure to pay such fees within 
thirty days of the first day of July will be deemed 
sufficient reason for forthwith cancelling such per- 
mits. 

H. The Division reserves the right to annul and 
revoke for cause any permit issued by it under the 
provisions of this section. 


SECTION 4. PERMITS TO PERSONS NOT ENGAGED 
IN CARRYING ON THE BUSINESS OF OUTDOOR 
ADVERTISING 


A.. No person, not engaged in carrying on the 
business of outdoor advertising, shall post, erect, 
display or maintain within public view from any 
highway, public park or reservation any billboard, 
sign or advertising device, except as hereinafter 
provided. 

B. No sign shall be located until an application 
for a permit has been filed with the Division and the 
permit granted. 

C. Application for a permit shall be on forms 
prepared under the direction of and furnished by the 
Division, and shall contain such information as the 
Division may require. 

D. Permits granted under this section will allow 
the posting, erecting, displaying or maintaining of 
advertising devices for one year, or for such period 
less than one year as the Division in its discretion 


B. It shall be the duty of the licensee main- 
taining a sign under a permit from the Division to 
keep it and the ground about the same, free from all 
rubbish, or any material which the Division may 
consider disadvantageous to the community. 

C. The Division reserves the right to pass on 
all matter displayed on any sign maintained under 
a permit from the Division, and may require the 
licensee to remove any objectionable matter. 

D. If the licensee fails to meet the require- 
ments of this section, such failure shall be deem ed 
sufficient cause for the revocation of the permit 
under which said sign was erected and maintained. 


Editorial Cinders 


There is a lot of talk about unemploy- 
ment, relieving the situation, and many 
other collateral features of the same sub- 
ject. If you have tried to hire somebody 
to doa job for you and attempted to fix a 
fair remuneration, particularly if the job 
isn’t a soft one with big pay, you will 
realize how much real merit there is in 
many of the attempts to “alleviate the 
condition of the unemployed.” Some of 
the mills of the country, shoe factories, 
large employers of the type of labor that 
used to be employed doing a good job of 
house work, are running anywhere from 
twenty per cent to sixty per cent capa- 
city. How many of the women out of 
work are willing to take the thousand 
housework places that are probably 
available in Andover at the present 
moment? The same analysis of the 
situation applied to many other types 
would yield the same answer. Perhaps 
there are two sides to this story of un- 
employment.

It is difficult to understand from what 
viewpoint the board of public works pro- 
poses to rebuild a section of highway be- 
tween Andover and Ballardvale and 
allow Phillips Street to continue any 
longer in the condition it has been for 
the last few years. In making this state- 
ment it is not with any thought of criti- 
cism, but simply to emphasize the belief 
that most peop!e in town have, that no 
piece of highway in the town is more de- 
serving of attention than is Phillips 
Street. Ballardvale Road is a fairly good 
road most of the time. It can be main- 
tained at much less expense for the entire 
distance needing repairs than can Phil- 
lips Street. It would seem as if the most 
needed improvement is the one that 
should be done first.

When the Garden YieldsaSuperfluity 


An embarrassment of riches is what 
the suburban gardener faces now that 
his kitchen garden is in full fruit. It 
is in fact’ rather discouraging to look 
at the heavily loaded string-bean vines 
and think that you’ve got to eat beans 
two or three times a week, or even 
every day, if you want to get rid of 
them. A dinner of string beans once in 
a while is fine, but even fresh vege- 
tables if made a steady diet satiate the 
appetite and make you yearn for a 
change. And besides beans there are 
the turnips, beets and carrots which 
can be transformed into delectable vege- 
table hash, than which nothing is 
better—now and then. But like string 
beans “red flannel’? hash doesn’t wear 
well for a constant menu, and you feel 
like skipping both beans and hash for 
a week or two al times. And you don’t 
want cucumbers, peas, squash, rhubarb 
sauce and such things every day either, 
and in fuet green corn is about the only 
thing youdon’t get sick of. The best 
way is not to think you are obliged to 
live altogether on your garden just  be- 
cause you've got one; but use the stuff 
more as a reserve supply. Let your 
beans grow to full bigness and then eat 
as shelled beans for anagreeable variety. 
Or wait till they dry in the pods and 
then thresh, or shuck, and have them 
to bake for Sundays. Let your tur- 
nipsg beets, etc., grow for winter use, 
and put some of your cucumbers in 
vinegar for pickle. There are ways for 
preserving most all things and that is 
better than forcing yourself to eat them 
all right dowr§

Ten thousand acres of irrigated home- 
stead land were taken up in the Shoshone 
Wyo., and North Platte, Neb., districts. 

New families to the number of 5692 
were received at stations of the Burling- 
ton Railroad in Western Nebraska and 
Wyoming. 

More than thirty trains of fifty cars 
each brought the household goods of 
these families to their new homes. The 
exact number of carloads of these house- 
hold goods is 1549. 

Fifteen thousand letters of inquiry 
have been received in the last year by 
the immigration department of the 
Burlington Railroad at Omaha. Al 
these 15,000 writers wanted to know 
how to proceed about getting the land. 

Twenty-five per cent of the men who 
homesteaded the 2,222,380 acres of land 
in Wyoming were former soldiers. Under 
the United States land laws these 
soldiers were permitted to apply their 
length of service in the Army to their 
homestead requirements. In this way 
any ex-soldier who had served two years 
in the Army was required to spend but 
seventeen months on his homestead be- 
fore a clear title was issued. Five per 
cent of the homesteaders were women 
— mostly school teachers and women 
who had served in some capacity during 
the war. The homeseekers came from 
all over the United States but especially 
from the country between Wyoming and 
Pennsylvania. 

Most of this 2,000,000 acres of land 
homesteaded in Wyoming is of the 
“dry farming’ kind. Practically all 
the free land in that State is of that 
description. While there are millions 
and millions of free public lands in that 
State, practically none can be farmed by 
ordinary methods. Under the = dry- 
farming system crops of wheat are pro- 
duced every alternate year. Crops of 
beans, potatoes and corn are alternated 
with the wheat. 

‘Twenty years ago there were 10,000,- 
O00 acres of free land in Nebraska. 
Today there are less than 30,000 acres 

—and these are considered worthless. 
The free lands of Nebraska are all 
gone. So are the free lands of Iowa, 
Oklahoma and Kansas. 


A Democracy in Miniature 

To boys and to adults interested in 
civic problems, Cottage Row is perhaps 
the most interesting feature on Thomp- 
son’s Island. It is a government of, by 
and for boys, the boys being the pupils 
at The Farm and Trades School. Cot- 
tage Row, as its name implies, is a row of 
a dozen tiny cottages; each cottage is 
about 6x6x6 feet, but to its owner it 
represents real estate as real and pro- 
portionately as valuable as far more pre- 
tentious homes. It is a cottage bought 
with the boys’ own money, owned in the 
boys’ own name, taxed by his own gov- 
ernment; in brief, it is part and parcel of 
a miniature city, with a simple but com- 
plete machinery of government modeled 
in actual forms. The Mayor and the 
Aldermen of this ‘‘city”’ are chosen by 
the Australian ballot; it has its Council, 
its Judge and its Chief of Police. Laws 
are passed and enforced. The self-gov- 
erning population of this miniature city, 
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and it is improbable that many of the 
boys will materially change their views 
when they graduate into the larger cities 
of the Commonwealth, 

In The Farm and Trades School it- 
self there is a bank and also a trading 
company to encourage and promote 
thrift among the boys. 

At the present time every boy in the 
School has an account in The Farm and 
Tradés School Bank. - In faet no_boy-is 
allowed to have money except in the 
bank, and when he deposits it he has his 
own pass book, he makes out his own 
deposit stips, and when he wishes to 
spend any money he draws a check for 
it. The trading company sells jack- 
knives, pencils, note books, and various 
other notions, and the boys may pur- 
chase from this trading company such 
articles as they wish, subject always, of 
course, to the consent of the Superir- 
tendent. All the necessities are provided 
by the School; the trading company may 
be said to provide the “luxuries.”

America; we cannot stand it here any 
longer. We are going to tell our story to 
the American people and try and sroune 
some action in the United States.’ Our 
first day along brought us to the top of a 
mountain near Sivas; the next day we 
went toa village‘and there we saw what 
was in store for us. The gendarmes left 
us when we were near the villages and the 
people came out and began to steal from 
us; they would come up and designate 
something we had that they wanted, 
threatening to kill us if we did not give 
them the things they wanted. Every day 
it became worse and worse. They tried 
to get the girls to leave us but they re- 
mained with their group. One day we 
approached a fairly large village and we 
could not sleep at all because we knew 
that the men were to be separated from 
us. The next day I said to one of the 
teachers, ‘How does it feel when death 
is approaching you?’ and he said to me, 
‘It is nothing, but when I think of this 
whole nation, I cannot stand it or see 
the right and justice in it all.’ I asked 
him how old he was and he said thirty- 
three. I told him that 1900 years ago a 
man was sacrificed at that age, and who

There was only one time 
when I felt fear. When I was with the 
Armenians I was too busy to be afraid; 


“That night while we sat in the fields then death would have been welcome. 


they came and took the men, saying that 
the Kaimakam wanted to see them and 
talk over matters with them. Those who 
were sceptical were threatened by Turks 
armed with rifles. And all the men were 
taken into the village. The last person I 
saw disappearing over the hill was the 
old deacon of our church. They took the 
men and put them into a stable for the 
night; there were over 200 of them. 
Whenmorning came six of them had died 
of suffocation; the rest were taken into a 
valley and killed with every kind of 
implement and in every sort of way. At 
noontime the gendarmes caine and took 
us on and there were only one or two 
men left; very old or very young. 
Everyone who lagged behind was killed, 
and when I returned, I saw hundreds of 
them. Some died with thirst; others 
went crazy. I saw fifty drop in one day, 
and there were many others [ did not 
see. The last day before reaching the 
river the people were crazy for water. 
The Kurds would sell water to them and 
if they liked the looks of any of the young 
girls, they would carry them off; if they 
did not like them they killed them. We 
went to a big town called “the Bridge of 
Forty Eyes,” near Malatia. Here there 
were thousands and thousands of people 
camping. Those of our people who went 
near the river to drink were shot. I saw 
one woman with four daughters who 
was saved by helping the Kurds harvest 
their grain. Every time anything hap- 
pened I was immediately told and asked 
to save them. The nervous strain was 
tremendous, and like the rest, I was all 
in rags. After two days, I was told that 
I could not go on with the rest; that I 
would have to go to Malatia and see the 
governor. And they put me into a wagon 
with an old woman for my sergeant. The 
next day I could only look out from the 
German Orphanage and see my girls and 
people ‘file by. The sights that I saw 
were frightful. I remember one little 
boy who came to me and his throat had 
been cut all around, but not deeply 
enough to kill him at once. In this vil- 
lage everyone was killed but him. [I re- 
mained in Malatia for three weeks. If 
anything could be a counterpart of the 
worst description of Hell, that place was 
Malatia. During the time of Il these 
killings in Malatia we kept carbolic acid 
on the window sills in order to keep the 
odor of dead bodies from coming in. 
The sky was black with birds and there 
were hosts of dogs, feeding on the bodies. 
You could tell where a massacre had 
taken placd by the migration of birds 
I went to the market one day, 
but the sights I saw were so terrible that 
I never went again. At first they killed 
them in the streets, bul there was so 
much blood that they strangled them 
with ropes and the bodies were taken 
out during the night. Sometimes they 
were buried and sometimes they were 
not. The place where they were taken 
was directly opposite our house, and 
every afternoon at two you could see 
two or three thousand Armenians file 
past us; sometimes it took an hour for 
them to pass. At the end of three weeks 
I returned to Sivas.

No one knows what it means to go step 
by step toward certain death. The Ar- 
menians are very wonderful and strange, 
too. They will hope even when there is 
no hope; they are optimistie when there 
is nothing to believe in. When people 
were dropping all about us, one man 
came to me and said, ‘When we come to 
our last place, you will opena school, 
won't you? We do not want our child- 
ren to be without schools.” However, to 
return to the time when I was frightened. 
It was when I was returning to Sivas 
and I was passing through a village 
which was one of the prescribed points 
where the Armenians were to be mas- 
sacred. I had the old woman with me, 
and an Armenian driver. There are 
regular places along the road where the 
official records of those who were killed 
were kept. Accurate records were saved 
and when the Kurds killed the Armen- 
ians they kept a record, and then went 
to these officially designated places to 
collect their money which the govern- 
ment had promised. There were two 
Germans travelling with me and two or 
three wagon loads of gendarmes re- 
turning to Constantinople. We got 
ready to start again when the Mudirs 
came and took my driver away, very 
impatient at the delay. They finally 
went off without me, as did the gen- 
darmes, too, leaving me alone. The 
Turk who was to be my driver walked off 
and so did the officials, and I was left in 
the midst of a great crowd of Kurds. 
Then I was afraid, for I did not know 
what might happen. I told the old 
woman to get into the wagon, and 
jumping into the driver’s seat I struck 
the horses and they started off quickly. 
The Kurds yelled after me but did not 
attempt to stop me.” 

Many other such stories are told of 
Miss Graffam’s heroism, resourcefulness 
and self-sacrifice, which are ample evi- 
dence of the loss which the mission field 
has suffered by her death. 

Miss Graffam was born in Monson, 
Maine. Her family came to Andover in 
1880, her father, George H. Graffam, 
taking the position of superintendent of 
Phillips Academy farm. ‘They lived 
on Salem street for a time and later on 
Prospect Hill road and then on High- 
land road. While a resident of Andover 
she joined the South Congregational 
church. 

After completing her college career at 
Oberlin, she taught in Westfield, Brock- 
ton and Washington, D. C. In 1901 she 
took up her life work as a missionary of 
the Woman’s Board. In that field she 
had accomplished wonderful work. 

She taught in a mission school at Si- 
vas, later was a nurse in a Turkish field 
hospital, then acted as guardian angel of 
thousands of deported Armenians whom 
she accompanied into the deserts as long 
as the Turkish authorities would permit. 

Since that time Miss Graffam had 
done even greater things. Besides her 
educational and religious work she had 
established manufacturing plants to 
provide employment for those who 
needed it, begun to organize an agri- 
cultural school and did wonderful work 
for war refugees and for thousands of 
war orphans. Her persistent work en- 
dangered her life among the Turks 
many times, but at the close of the war 
they changed their attitude completely. 

Her work in behalf of the Armenians 
was unceasing despite all obstacles. On 
her return from the Turkish hospital of 
which she had been head nurse for four 
months, she determined to iecompany 
the Armenian girls of her school who 
were among those ordered deported. 
She accomplished untold good in behalf 
of the miserable wretches sent out into 
the deserts to die. After she had finally 
been ordered back to Sivas she promptly 
went to work among the scanty rem- 
nants of the Armenian population which 
had escaped the massacres and deporta- 
tions, and, with a few native doctors to 
help her, she opened a little hospital, 
cared for the sick and fed the hungry as 
far as she was able. Her activities 
brought her into constant friction with 
the Turkish authorities, and her death 
was plotted many times, but her quick 
wit and determined personality always 
saved her. 

After the war closed the Ottoman rule 
of the city actually offered her the pro- 
perty in which she had established her 
hospital, which was a part of a huge, 
neglected estate. When the title to the 
property was searched Miss Graffam not 
only ascertained that it was valid, but 
found out that it had been owned by the 
former Kaiser. Miss Graffam held the 
deed to this property, and it is the water 
power on the estate that is running the 
grist mills she opened and it is here that 
she planned to found an agricultural col- 
lege. 

She was decorated by the Sultan of 
Turkey for her work among the wound- 
ed Turks at Erzerum hospital and was 
also cited for decoration by France and 
England. 

Tributes by friends of Miss Graffam 
in Andover, given below, reveal some of 
the qualities which enabled her to at- 
tain world-wide fame as a missionary of 
the American board. 

Rev. E. Victor Bigelow of the South 
church which Miss Graffam joined when 
she was a student at Andover, pays the 
following tribute to her: 

“It was sad news to many Andover 
people when the cable message to the 
American Board of Foreign Missions 
was read in the South church on Sunday 
morning. It said, ‘Seven Days After 
Operation Graffam Died, Sivas, August 
Seventeen.’ 

“By her astounding courage and pro- 
digious industry she had achieved during 
the war a peerless reputation. Major 
General Harbord said of her in the 
World’s Work for 1920: ‘Her exper- 
iences have never been duplicated in the 
history of womankind. Her knowledge 
of Turkish, Armenian and German 
enabled her to play a part in the stirring 
events of the last six years which has 
probably never been equaled by any 


other woman in the chronicles of mis- 
sionary effort.’ 

*She was born in Monson, Maine, 
daughter of George H. Graffam, about 
fifty years ago. At ten years of age she 
came with her parents and _ sister to 
Andover, Mass. After a brilliant school 
career she graduated at Punchard and 
afterwards took her college course in 
Oberlin, Ohio, where she became a stu- 
dent volunteer for a missionary career. 
After teaching from 1894 to 1900 in 
Westfield, N. J., she entered the foreign 
missionary service under the Congrega- 
tional Woman’s Board of Boston as a 
teacher in Sivas, Furkey, where her sis- 
ter had been sent as the wife of Rev. E. 
C. Partridge. ‘Her amazing versatility 
as teacher, organist, gymnast, dress- 
maker, domestic, merchant, treasurer, 
anything that might be required to fit 
the needs of the moment, soon lifted her 
into a position of mastery. 

“When the war broke out in 1914 she 
soon became head nurse and matron of 
the Turks’ hospital in Erzerum. She 
far outdid the service that made Flor- 
ence Nightingale’s fame in the Crimean 
war and her skill in diplomacy with the 
treacherous Turks was a constant mar- 
vel. 

“Her exile with her school girls in their 
cruel deportation to Malatia, is the out- 
standing feat of heroism by which many 
people learned her name; but a more re- 
markable ability was displayed in her 
management of relief funds and her es- 
tablishment of industries of agriculture, 
carpentry, shoemaking, blacksmith and 
other work whereby the impoverished 
people are being nursed back into self- 
subsistence. Miss Graffam was officially 
decorated for humanitarian service by 
the Turkish Red Crescent and Interna- 
tional Red Cross. It seems especially 
sad to realize that after escaping a 
hundred menacing deaths by cruelty and 
treachery Miss Graffam should have 
lost her life under the merciful hands of 
those who were striving to save her. 

“Her membership in the South church 
of Andover since her girlhood days has 
been a bond of attachment throughout 
her missionary exile and many substan- 
tial gifts have been made to her for her 
use in her unselfish service of humanity.” 

Miss Mary Alice Abbott of Andover 
says of Miss Graffam: 

“Educated — Miss Graffam not only 
was an adept at languages, mathematics 
and the sciences, but she was able to do 
the requirement of the moment and her 
versatility amazed us all. 

“Undaunted — she stopped at noth- 
ing. Her unconquerable spirit made 
even the unspeakable Turk hold her in 
reverent awe. 

“Devoted — we all hoped to hear the 
story of her life from her own lips, but 
that was willed otherwise. Had we 
been able, she would have said little of 
herself but of her dear girls in the school 
of Sivas and of their need and what she 
wanted to have done for them. She has 
lived a full life —an abundant life — 
and her friends rise up to call her 
blessed.” 

The following tribute is paid Miss 
Graflam by another of her friends in 
Andover: 

“One of the characteristics 
Mary Graffain’s schoolmates like to re- 


call is her downright” sincerity and 
straightforwardness. This. trait, com- 
bined with a real Yankee shrewdness 


and wit, much like that of her predeces- 
sor in Turkey, Dr. Cyrus Hamlin, also a 
native of Maine, enabled her to outwit 
the crooked-dealing Turk who would 
lose himself in the maze of his own lies. 
There was no beating about the bush 
with her, no pretense, no nonsense 
about inability. If there was work to be 
done, she did it, no matter if it was 
something entirely outside the range of 
her previous experience. If she didn’t 
know how to do it, she invented a way. 
In these last years, obstacles mounting 
high, toppled before her dauntless spirit, 
and the fear of death ceased even to have 
a place in her thoughts. She ‘marched 
breast forward,’ and now too early for 
our hopes, but gloriously for her, 
“The victory of life is won, 
The song of triumph has begun.’

Mrs. Mabel Flint Keith, one of Miss 
Graffam’s classmates at the Punchard 
high school in Andover, says of her: 

“As I look at the character of my 
classmate, Mary Graflam, I remember 
chiefly her love of study, especially of 
Latin and Greek, and her positive, al- 
most pugnacious manner. She was al- 
ways sincere and honest and ready to 
stand up for her opinion. 

“In the light of her subsequent career 
we can see how these qualities developed 
and made her strong and fearless, while 
her trust in God gave her depth and 
sweetness. 

‘When I last saw her, at a class re- 
union in 1909-—twenty years after 
graduation — she told us a little of her 
work and of her love for the Armenian 
people.” 


School of Rural Home Life Needed 
“A school of Rural Home Life as an 
affiliated institution within the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College is a de- 
velopment that is bound to come in the 
education of women at this College,” 
said President Kenyon L. Butterfield in 
an address on Home Economics to the 
Advisory Council of Women at M. A. C. 
who recently met to consider the future 
of the training of women at the college. 

“The Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege,” President Butterfield told the 
council, “has always offered the same 
training to women that it holds open to 
the men of the college. They may get a 
thorough education in agriculture in all 
its branches and in the sciences that 
underlie agriculture. M. A. C. has not, 
until very recently, had any special 
courses for women; and until the begin- 
ning of the war women were only occas- 
ionally and incidentally a part of the 
Aggie classes. 

‘Floriculture, beekeeping and poultry 
husbandry are specialized subjects, re- 
quiring infinite skill and care, and are 
particularly adapted to women’s quali- 
fications. Many paid positions in agri- 


that: 


culture have recently been opened to 
women. We could have placed one 
hundred women on farms as foremen, as 
estate managers, poultry or beekeeping 
specialists, and as leaders of girls in 
agricultural work, during the past year. 
But the college did not have the trained 
women to place. Many public insti- 
tutions with women inmates have come 
to prefer the women supervisors and su- 
perintendents, and have offered this kind 
of opportunity to Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College girls. 

“The subject of food conservation is 
peculiarly a part for women. Horticultu- 
ral manufacture is a branch of agricul- 
ture that can better be attended to by 
women than by men. Astonishing pos- 
sibilities in the saving of hitherto un- 
marketable products are being opened 
by new methods of canning and fruit by- 
products’ manufacture. 

“There appears to be an increasing 
place for women as rural social workers, 
school nurses and particularly as country 
teachers. But it is in the larger fields of 
heme-making, both as individual home- 
makers and home-makers of the com- 
munities, that the college should be 
training women and is not. We have 
not the adequate facilities nor the labo- 
ratories to give the necessary training to 
prepare our girls to be home demon- 
stration agents, 

“The Director of the Extension Ser- 
vice, in attempting to fill responsible 
positions on the staff of home economics, 
has found it practically impossible to se- 
cure adequately trained home demons- 
tration agents for thestate. Other states 
declare they have the same trouble, and 
have no applicants to offer. 

“We find that even the established 
schools of home economics are failing to 
turn out a sufficient supply of women 
who measure up to the exacting demands 
of the home demonstration agents. She 
must of course, be thoroughly grounded 
in every phase of home economics. But 
she must be more than that; she must be 
able to teach the farmer’s wife how to 
care for her poultry; how to feed her sick 
calf; how to manage her kitchen garden; 
how to plan the home grounds; how to 
paint the floor and varnish the furni- 
ture; how to plan the kitchen more con- 
veniently; how to save time in all her 
household duties; how to assist in the 
management of the farm by keeping the 
vital farm accounts, and how to enter 
into a community problem — to make a 
better place to live. 

“The task of the home demonstration 
agent is perhaps a greater task than that 
of any public agent in the common- 
wealth, —to lead country women in 
their endeavor to be more effective home 
makers and more thoroughly trained 
women for home and trained leaders. 
Her part is the completing of the rural 
home, and has much to do with the sat- 
isfaction in country life. 

“We have not yet recognized the scope 
of the home-makers’ problems and the 
possibilities of giving her a thorough 
education. A school of Rural Home Life 
as a part of our State Agricultural Col- 
lege, and affiliated within the college, 
means the fulfillment of that‘recognition. 
But at present the college hasn’t the 
buildings, the equipment, the personnel. 
It would require new laboratories, new 
dormitories, and extended support ad- 
equately to take care of the young women 
whom we have every reason to believe 
will be more and more interested in this 
field in the future. The main question is 
‘What can the college do to help wom- 
en’s education in Massachusetts?’

The Flicker 

The big galvanized ventilator that 
surmounted an old-time schoolhouse 
once used to be of great interest to me, 
for it seemed to attract unusual birds. 
One day I watched it breathlessly for 
a brief ecstatic ten minutes, for it 
served as a perch for the most magni- 
ficent bird I have ever seen. I spotted it 
afar, approaching through the blue 
depths of the sky, noted the serene 
sweep of its soaring flight, changed later 
to a long coast toward the schoolhouse 
where, to my joy and amazement, it 
alighted on the ventilator. The sun 
shone clear on its white head and tail, 
and I knew it to be a bald eagle. 

Again, one winter when we had one of 
those rare incursions of snowy owls from 
the north, gazing from the window when 
I should have been at my books, I saw 
one of these birds hawking in full day. 
The sun shone clear on his snowy plum- 
age as he dipped as if to enter by the 
window, then slanted buoyantly up- 
ward beyond my vision, but I heard the 
clink of the ventilator as his feet 
touched it, and I knew that, like the 
eagle, he had chosen it for his perch. 

But, most of all, one spring the venti- 
lator interested me because of its daily 
use by a flicker. He would light upon it, 
clutching some convenient projection, 
his tail stiffened down against it as if it

We used to think him foolishly trying to 
dig a nesting hole in the metal, but I 
later learned better when [ found his 
nest in the old poplar stub not far away. 
It was not that. He simply was pro- 
claiming spring joy to all the world, and 
he did it daily for weeks until his nine 
children in the poplar stub got so big 
and clamorous for food that he had no 
more time for concerts.

living on insects, with a great fondness 
for ants, which constitute about forty 
five percentof its food, It lightsonanant 
hill, thrusts its long bill into the hill, then

covered with sticky saliva, to which the 
ants stick and are thus removed to new

for a birdhouse, or, failing these, per- 


fectly capable of digging a hole through 
the cornerboard of a church or unoccu- 
pied house and finding lodging therein, 
In some sections the flicker incurs dis- 


like because of this, but the remedy is | 


easy. Plenty of convenient flicker-size 
birdhouses will take his mind off such 
matters, and the flicker is so useful a 
bird that he is well worth the trouble. — 
Winthrop Packard, Secretary of the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society, 


D. B. Bradner, Chief of the Chemical 
Research and Development Division, 
United States Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice, says: “The Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice has discovered a liquid approxi- 
mately three drops of which, when ap- 
plied to any part of the skin, will cause 
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a man’s death, One plane car- 
rying two tons of the liquid could cover 
an area 100 feet wide by seven miles long 
in one trip and could deposit material to 
kill every man in the area by action on 
his skin. Where men were not pro- 
tected by gas masks, which would be the 
case if attack were made on a cily, the 
fatal area would be several times as 
great. During the Argonne of- 
fensive in the past war the entire First 
American Army, of one and a quarter 
million men, occupied an area of forty 
kilometers long by twenty kilometers 
wide. If Germany had had 4,000 tons 
of this material and 300 or 400 planes 
equipped for its distribution, the entire 
First Army would have been anni- 
hilated in ten to twelve hours. . Dur- 
ing the past war gas produced over'30% 
of our casualties. In the future the per- 
centage will be far higher. — Con- 
gressional Record, June 22nd.

Construction Progresses 


All work on the chimney of the power 
house has been completed, the final 
touches having been in the shape of a 
washdown for the big tower which was 
administered the latter part of last 
week. The mill is taking on the appear- 
ance of a finished building. Practically 
fifty percent of the windows have been 
set and a good deal of the outside brick 
finish has been put on in the last week or 
two. While the laying of finished floors 
in a comparatively lengthy process, the 
first two floors are practically finished 
and work has been started on the third 
floor. Workmen started yesterday on 
the installation of a complete Grinnell 
sprinkler system which will protect the 
entire building. 

The A. Tomasello Company, who are 
digging the ditch from the power plant 
to the mill which is to carry the power 
and heat for it, struck a snag this week 
when they encountered a solid wall of 
rock which must be blown away to a 
depth of five feet. Considerable blast- 
ing must be done to remove the ob- 
struction. 

One side of the station platform has 


‘been finished, including a waiting shel- 


ter, but the platformalong the station 
side is still under construction. The 
station itself could be made ready for 
occupancy in a short time, but although 
the main part of the building is prac- 
tically finished, considerable work re- 
mains to be done on the interior finish- 
ings. It is thought by many that a

In 1619 the 
first real representative govern- 
ment in the colonies was estab- 
lished, called the house of bur- 
gesses, which continued in force 
under varying fortunes until Vir- 
ginia joined the Union and be- 
came the tenth state in 1788. 
Much might be written of the 
character of the early Virginian 
settlers and their great influence 
on American life. From Virginia 
has sprung two other states, 
Kentucky and West Virginia. 
Even so, the state’s present area 
is 42,627 square miles. Politi- 
cally the Old Dominion state is 
entitled to twelve presidential 
electors. This is about the aver- 
age of the southern states.
